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Town could 
get a third 
skate park

HAVERHILL could be in line for a new 
£150,000 skate park - as well as the 
existing facility and a planned BMX 
pump track. 

The proposal for a third venue for 
skating and BMX riding came as part 
of the town council’s draft youth strat¬ 
egy, discussed on Tuesday night. 

If the plan goes ahead, the council’s 
youth action group will involve young 
people from the town in designing the 
skate park so that it meets their needs. 

Town clerk Colin Poole said: “Young 
people who sign up to create this will 
actually create something really spe¬ 
cial, so that people say: ‘Have you seen 
the one in Haverhill?”’ 

The strategy has been put together 
based on a survey of the town’s young 
people by the YMCA, and a petition 
for a skate park put together by Castle 


Manor Academy students last year. 

Mr Poole said: “Young people re¬ 
ally want an indoor facility, but that’s 
really expensive. We are asking young 
people to design something that starts 
outdoors but is designed in such a way 
that you can have a lid put on it.” 

He said that the skate park would 
be constructed in the east of the town, 
with the preferred location the New 
Croft in Chalkstone Way, and that the 
guideline budget they were working to 
was £150,000. 

He said that it was not certain ex¬ 
actly what activity the site would cater 
for, as there had been interest in park¬ 
our facilities as well as equipment for 
bikes, skateboards and scooters. 

After the meeting, Mr Poole said he 
would be “disappointed if in two years’ 
time it wasn’t there”, and that it could 
be delivered even sooner. 

The town already has an outdoor 
skate park in Howe Road, and plans 


for a BMX pump track on the Clements 
Estate are under way after People’s 
Health Trust funding was secured for 
community projects in the Haverhill 
South ward. 

The council’s draft youth strategy 
contained a number of other propos¬ 
als based on the YMCA survey. 

These included providing more 
creative arts activities and recruiting 
young people to develop a social me¬ 
dia strategy to spread the word about 
youth services. 

The town council has a total of over 
£410,000 ring-fenced for youth servic¬ 
es. The draft strategy was approved by 
the town council’s leisure and commu¬ 
nity on Tuesday and will now go before 
full council.

MENTAL HEALTH 

Charity support 
for wellbeing 


A CHARITY is aiming to 
provide more mental health 
support in Haverhill - and 
says there is “very, very little” 
available at the moment. 

Mental health and accom¬ 
modation charity the Cam¬ 
bridge Pringle Group (CPG) 
is running a drop-in session 
on Friday, March 18, to hear 
residents’ thoughts on what 
services could be provided. 

The charity has some 
money that it is hoping to 
invest in mental health sup¬ 
port in Haverhill. This would 
first go towards running ses¬ 
sions and activities but ulti¬ 
mately it is hoped that the 
funding could be used to 
acquire a venue and provide 
a “one-stop shop” for mental 
health, with support availa-

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ble and signposting to other 
services. 

“There’s very, very little in 
the town,” said Jo Streeton, 
a senior housing manager at 
CPG who grew up in Haver¬ 
hill and lives there now. “It 
isn’t a case of facilities not 
being offered, but they’re all 
in Bury [St Edmunds], and 
that doesn’t help someone 
who can’t get on a bus due to 
panic attacks. A lot of fund¬ 
ing goes to Bury. I think it’s a 
case of we do miss out.” 

She said that apart from 
NHS services and Suffolk 
Mind’s Get Up and Grow 
allotment project, mental 


health services in the town 
were limited to small peer 
support groups. 

CPG already runs two 
houses in Haverhill which 
provide accommodation 
to young people with men¬ 
tal health problems. At the 
drop-in session - at the Bur¬ 
ton Centre in Camps Road 
from 10am to 2pm - they will 
ask specific questions about 
what sort of support would 
be helpful. These can be 
answered anonymously by 
anyone involved with men¬ 
tal health services, whether a 
service user, a professional, a 
carer or a parent.

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Teaching assistant sees school's work in Nigeria

A TEACHING assistant spent a 
week in the Niger Delta as part of 
a school's continuing work with a 
medical charity. 

Sandra Linnane, 53, who works 
at Coupals Primary Academy in 
Haverhill's Chalkstone Way, visited 
the Nigerian region during half 
term in mid-February to see the 
work being done by Cambridge- 
based Christian medical charity 
New Foundations. 

The school has been helping 
people in the Niger Delta through 
New Foundations for around three 
or four years. It has helped raise 
funds to buy land for a bungalow, 
to provide medical help such 
as immunisations and eye 
operations, and to buy animals 
including goats and chickens for 
the community there. 

The school has also sent 
over education supplies such 
as books, pencils and paper. 

Pupils at Coupals have even 
received a video message from 
schoolchildren in the Niger Delta 
thanking them for the classroom 
equipment. 

Mrs Linnane said about her trip: 
"It was a wonderful experience, 
and the people are so grateful. 
They were so amazed that 
somebody from Coupals Primary 
School had gone all that way to 
see them - but I thought that I 
was so lucky to be able to be a 
part of it." 

She visited communities in the 
River Rine area of the Niger Delta, 
where New Foundations works, 
as well as two working medical 


clinics, two clinics under construction, 
and schools. 

When she arrived a shipment of 
Wellington boots and other equipment 
which had been collected by parents 
and children at Coupals had just been 
delivered. Mrs Linnane and New 
Foundations staff were able to wear 
the boots to protect against snake and 
insect bites, parasites and worms. 

The land that the school has 


fundraised for has enabled New 
Foundations to build a bungalow which 
is set to be used as a training centre, a 
place for visitors to stay and a gathering 
point for the local community. 

The land around the bungalow is set 
to be cleared and fenced off to make 
a place to graze livestock and grow 
maize. 

Mrs Linnane said that Coupals 
planned to continue fundraising for 


New Foundations. One of the next 
activities will be a competition to name 
some goats that have been bought for 
the charity by the school. 

Mrs Linnane said: "The children love 
it. They are so interested. It's wonderful 
that they get to see where the money 
is going."

FREE-RUNNING 


Tackle parkour 
with sensitivity’ 



FREE-RUNNERS have de¬ 
fended their sport after po¬ 
lice warned young people 
that it could be dangerous - 
and said they might use anti¬ 
social behaviour powers to 
stop it. 

Youngsters in Haverhill 
have been causing concern 
to police by climbing onto 
the roofs of buildings and 
performing “free-running” 
stunts such as jumps. 

SgtMatt Gilbert, of Haver¬ 
hill police, said: “We have 
had an increase again in 
kids doing free-running and 
mucking about on the roofs 
of the High Street and on top 
of Poundstretcher [in Haver¬ 
hill’s Jubilee Walk].” 

The issue has been on¬ 
going, with one young per¬ 
son falling through the roof 
of Lloyd’s Bank in the sum¬ 
mer of 2014, and Sgt Gilbert 
said there had been several 
occurrences on Friday and 
Sunday afternoons. 

He continued: “We want 
to warn them of the dan¬ 
gers and pitfalls of mucking 
around on roofs. It could 
cause an injury. 

“Officers are looking to 
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get the details of youngsters 
doing it and make parents 
aware. Ultimately, if it’s the 
same ones we can use ASB 
[anti-social behaviour] pow¬ 
ers to stop them. If they 
breach that notice they can 
be arrested.” 

But 17-year-old Haver¬ 
hill free-runner Dawid Ki- 
erkowski - who found the 
sport’s community welcom¬ 
ing when he moved to the 
town from Poland - said the 
warning was based on a mis¬ 
understanding of the sport. 

He said: “A lot of people 
think it’s dangerous because 
they see amateurs do it. 
Those are just people who 
do it for extra fun. They are 
reckless. They don’t control 
themselves. I’m not going to 
say that’s free-running.” 

He said that if someone 
properly trained in free-run¬ 
ning - also known as park¬ 
our - were going to go onto a 
roof, they would be perform¬ 
ing pre-planned sequences 
of movement that they had 


practised near the ground 
beforehand. He said that he 
only tended to practise on 
roofs if there was a unique 
quality to the space or if he 
wanted to shoot a video. 

His concerns have been 
echoed by 26-year-old 
Haverhill free-runner Shane 
Griffin. 

He said that a heavy- 
handed approach to tackling 
reckless behaviour on roofs 
could alienate young people 
who wanted to get involved 
in the sport. 

He said: “I think a better 
approach would be more 
communication, saying: 
‘Someone’s done that and 
they’ve hurt themselves. Go 
to the gym first, or train in 
these areas.’ 

“Because you can do it 
anywhere, you don’t need to 
train on roofs. A bit of com¬ 
munication is needed, not 
just slamming an ASBO on 
them. That might make them 
go down a darker path.”

Kim added: “Lions are another species 
which are crashing in numbers and so 
protection is vital if we are going to make sure 
these creatures survive into the future.” 


We must lake 
on more nurses 

WORKING in any environment 
experiencing staff shortages can be 
incredibly challenging and have 
potentially serious consequences. 

This is particularly true of nursing. 
New figures, obtained through 
Freedom of Information requests, 
suggest there were more than 
23,400 nursing vacancies in the NHS 
in England, Wales and Northern 
Ireland as of 1st December last year. 
This is the equivalent to 9% of the 
workforce. 

This is no surprise to the Royal 
College of Nursing. Nursing posts are 
often the first target when savings 
need to be made, leading the NHS 
to find itself dangerously short and 
having to spend more on agency staff 
and recruitment from other countries. 
The UK is not training enough nurses 
to meet our needs and changes to 
student funding are yet another threat 
to future staff numbers. 

The consequences are felt by nursing 
staff and patients alike - nurses work 
under relentless pressure and patients 
face delays and unmet needs. 

Tackling the problem is made no 
easier because vacancies are no 
longer collected, held or published 
centrally so we could effectively 
assess workforce gaps nationally. 
Freedom of Information allows us 
some insight but is by no means 
perfect. 

The gap between NHS staff needed 
and staff available must now be 
reduced as a matter of urgency.

Unfortunately Thomas has no 
known grave and I don't want him 
to be forgotten. If anyone knows the 
family please can you ask them to 
get in touch with me through your 
newspaper.

Golfer left £3,000 in debt 
after legal fight over car

HOLE IN ONE 








A GOLFER who was overjoyed 
when he won a car by hitting a 
hole-in-one has been left more 
than £3,000 in debt - after the win 
dissolved into a bitter legal battle. 

Jake Warner, 24, of Haverhill, 
thought he’d won a brand new 
Vauxhall Corsa last June after win¬ 
ning a hole-in-one contest at 
Haverhill Golf Club. 

“It went in and we were all jump¬ 
ing about, going a bit mad,” he said. 

Mr Warner even posed for a pic¬ 
ture with the car he thought he had 
won, which was next to the hole on 
the course. It had writing on it that 
read: “Win this car if you get a hole 
in one”. 

But when he visited the dealer¬ 
ship he realised that the Corsa he 
was set to be given was a registered 
£6,500 one litre model. 

“It was a far lesser car,” he said. “It 
wasn’t new.” 

Mr Warner decided to take 
Haverhill Golf Club to court. 

In January he lost his case at 
Cambridge County Court and was 


left with £11,000 in legal costs. Mr 
Warner said he lost because he 
hadn’t seen the car before he signed 
up for the competition. 

Immediately after the hearing, 
the golf club and its insurance 
company offered Mr Warner a pre¬ 
registered, non air-conditioned 
Vauxhall Viva worth £8,300. He 


eventually accepted an out-of- 
court settlement of £7,500, which 
he used to pay legal costs, although 
this still left him more than £3,000 
in debt. 

Haverhill Golf Club issued a 
statement stating that it never de¬ 
nied Mr Warner had won a car and 
had made a “very generous offer” 


to him. The statement said the club 
was “fully vindicated” by the court’s 
decision to throw out Mr Warner’s 
claim. 

Mr Warner’s lawyers, FMC Solici¬ 
tors, declined to comment. 

Cambridge County Court said 
that the two parties had come to an 
agreement on February 11.

NEW and improved services for young peo¬ 
ple are being developed in Haverhill - in a 
project that could reduce crime and anti¬ 
social behaviour. 

Organisations including the leisure cen¬ 
tre, town council, the police, social hous¬ 
ing provider Havebury, and youth charities 
such as the YMCA and Catch22, are working 
together in a new approach to help families 
and young people. 

They are hoping to tackle issues such as 
anti-social behaviour, poor school attend¬ 
ance and the perception of a lack of services 
in Haverhill. 

The scheme is part of the county council’s 
Suffolk Family Focus project, and a key or¬ 
ganiser is PCSO Chris Bales, the police fam¬ 
ily focus officer for West Suffolk. 

He said: “What we are looking to do is to 
bring these services together so that they 
can work in partnership.” 

He said that residents would start see¬ 
ing the effects of this new co-ordinated ap¬ 
proach by the summer. 

He said plans under way included expand¬ 
ing a sports-related service run by Catch22 
and providing the after-school “Chill Out 
Zone” at the leisure centre on more nights of 
the week. 

There are also plans to have youth work¬ 
ers walking the streets of the town during 
evenings, weekends and school holidays, di¬ 
recting young people to places they can go 
to access services. There are likely to be two 
or three youth workers out and about at any 
one time. 

PCSO Bales said: “We are looking to re¬ 
move as many barriers to these services as 
we can. We need to ensure they are accessi¬ 
ble.” 

He said that outreach workers, such as 
these youth workers and those who run 
the services, would be keen to get feedback 
on what the town needs to help the project 
choose its future direction. 

PCSO Bales said the project could have an 
effect on the entire community: “Perhaps 
you would see reported instances of anti¬ 
social behaviour reduce, you would see re¬ 
ported crimes reduce, and greater visibility 
of support services so people know where to 
go to access them.” 

He advised residents who want to access 
services to contact town clerk Colin Poole 
on (01440) 712 858 or the leisure centre on 
(01440) 702 548.

Warning after 
vehicle crimes

Police do not know how the 
thieves got into the Mini 
Cooper. 

In the wake of these 
crimes, police are asking 
residents to be vigilant. 

Sgt Matt Gilbert, of Haver¬ 
hill police, said: “Make sure 
there are no valuables in the 
car and try and remove sat 
navs. 

“I know people just want 
to get into their house but 
if they can remove items of 
value and clear the wind¬ 
screen it helps.” 


He advised keeping a 
cloth in the car to wipe 
away the mark left on the 
windscreen by sat nav suc¬ 
tion cup. 

Sgt Gilbert said that tools 
were often a target for 
thieves, and advised work¬ 
men to remove as many 
tools as possible from their 
vans. 

He also suggested park¬ 
ing with the back of the 
van against a wall so that 
thieves could not attempt to 
gain entry through the rear 
doors.

Fuel costs fall for the 
eighth month in row 

THE average price of petrol fell 
slightly in February, marking eight 
consecutive months of falls, data 
shows.

At the end of February, 
the average price of petrol at 
forecourts was 101.93p - a drop of 
15p and a saving of £8.25 on filling 
up an average 55-litre family car, 
according to RAC Fuel Watch data. 

Diesel rose by an average of 
one pence per litre at the pumps 
in February - up to 101.18ppl
